Mrs. Mahon thanked her colleagues for bringing this to a meeting. She explained that in the mist 
of negotiations National Grid locked the workers out of work and they lost all of their benefits 
including health insurance. Mrs. Mahon stated that her number one concern is the safety and 
well-being of the residents of the Town of Arlington. 

Joe Kirylo president of the Boston gas local of the United Steel Workers Local 12003 came 
before the Board and explained that over 900 members that have been locked out of work that 
have lost their health instance. They have met multiple times with National Grid and they are 
holding firm with their decision. The workers have given up a lot including marking out the 
streets which would be classified as a public safety concern. 

All members of the Board agree that there is a public safety concern regarding the lockout. 

Mr. Chapdelaine questioned the language regarding the resolution confirming that no new non¬ 
emergency permits for gas construction projects whether they be for change overs from oil heat 
or new construction would not be issued but in the case of an emergency, repair work and leak 
work; they would be able to make those repairs. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0)

The Engineering Division has reviewed the petition by Eversource Energy for consideration of a Grant of 
Location for the installation of 20 LF +/- of two 4" PVC conduit located in Garden Street as indicated on the 
engineering design sketch (Plan C# 97-18, dated July 27,2018) provided by Eversource. 

The project is located on a private way that is not controlled by the Town of Arlington. We do not recommend 
issuing or denying a Grant of Location for this work. However, we do recommend notifying the Applicant that the 
required Street Opening Permit Application, which will be required for this work, should include an agreement 
between the Applicant and the direct abutters to the work specifying the requirements for restoration of the road 
and work-site upon completion of the project. 

We are also recommending the following items listed below to allow the Engineering Division to review the 
proposed conduit location and provide input to the contractor directly to prevent impacts to any Town-Owned 
infrastructure within the roadway limits: 

1. The proposed conduit installation shall be located/installed in the roadway so as not to impede future 
roadway improvements (i.e. curb adjustment, guardrail installation, water, sewer or drainage 
rehabilitations etc.). 

2. The proposed conduit location shall be pre-marked in the roadway prior to any construction activities. A 
site walk with the Town of Arlington Water & Sewer Division and/or Engineering Division shall be 
scheduled by Eversource to approve the proposed conduit location based on known utility locations prior 
to the commencement of worL 

3. The construction of the conduit installation will require additional permitting (Trench Permit and/or Street 
Occupancy Permit) through the Town of Arlington Engineering Division prior to the start of construction. 

4. Once work has been completed and the work area has endured a full season of winter conditions the 
applicant shall meet with the Engineering Division to inspect the condition of the trench and determine 
any remaining project or pavement restoration requirements. 

5. Upon completion, the applicant shall provide a certified as-built of the constructed work to the 
Engineering Division.

The Arlington BRT pilot project reviewed several options for three segments of Massachusetts Avenue in 
East Arlington. The three segments consisted of the following areas: 

1. Massachusetts Avenue at Lake Street Intersection 

2. Massachusetts Avenue corridor from just east of the Lake Street intersection to just west of 
Alewife Brook Parkway 

3. Massachusetts Avenue at Alewife Brook Parkway Intersection. 

The corridor was separated into these three segments to provide focused options within each of these 
areas and enable the project team to mix and match the interventions along the corridor that result in 
the best solution to meet project goals. Below are the results of the evaluation and a description of the 
preferred option for each segment. 

Massachusetts Avenue at Lake Street 

The existing bus stop is located in front of the Capital Theater and shares its curb with an exclusive right 
turn pocket, accommodating right turns on the Lake Street southbound. Bus delays at this intersection 
occur primarily due to a phenomenon known as a "Triple Stop." 

• Stop 1: As the bus approaches the intersection while the light is red, it is often unable to access 
the bus stop due to the queued vehicles at the intersection and the parked vehicles within the 
parking lane. 

• Stop 2: When the light turns green, the traffic queue clears, enabling the bus to reach it's stop at 
the curb. The bus stops to load and unload its passengers. 

• Stop 3: By the time the bus has completed the boarding and alighting process, the signal may 
have turned red again. 

The preferred option at this intersection is to move the bus stop to a "far-side" location, approximately 
150 feet east (across Lake Street) from the current location. There are currently three parking spaces 
where the proposed bus stop is to be relocated. Moving the bus stop to the far side eliminates the 
occurrence of the triple stop thus reducing bus travel time and delay while increasing bus reliability. 
Buses will be allowed to use the right turn lane on the Massachusetts Avenue eastbound approach to 



move out of the traffic queue and line up with the relocated bus stop on the far side of the intersection. 
The bus stop will be relocated to its new location for the entire day for the duration of the pilot period 
to provide a consistent experience and expectation for transit riders and minimize confusion. 

Massachusetts Ave between Lake Street at Alewife Brook Parkway 

Providing an exclusive bus lane along this segment would enable buses to bypass traffic queues at 
signalized intersections, particularly at the eastbound Massachusetts Avenue approach to Alewife Brook 
Parkway, an identified area of significant bus delay and impact to reliability. The project team looked at 
two main options along this segment of Massachusetts Avenue: an exclusive bus lane within a travel 
lane and an exclusive bus lane within the parking lane (for two different lengths: from Varnum Street to 
Alewife Brook Parkway and from Teal/Thorndike to Alewife Brook Parkway). This segment of 
Massachusetts Avenue has two lanes travelling eastbound, toward Cambridge. The preferred alternative 
is to use the parking lane from Varnum to Alewife Brook Parkway as an exclusive bus lane. Use of the 
parking lane as the bus lane would minimize disruption to traffic flow within this segment and reduce 
the impact to traffic queuing. Based on a study conducted by the Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
(MAPC), there is low parking demand during the pilot's hours of operations on the eastbound side of 
Massachusetts Avenue, where the bus lane is proposed. Cones are proposed on the outside of the bike 
lane, spaced approximately 20 feet apart and wider at intersecting streets. Placing the cones on the 
outside of the bike lane will provide a comfortable travel width for the buses, and bus drivers are trained 
to not overtake bikes traveling within the bike lane. 

Massachusetts Ave at Alewife Brook Parkway Intersection 

The project team identified this location as a major source of bus travel time delay with significant 
impact on bus reliability. Queues in the eastbound direction can sometimes reach as far back as 
Thorndike and Teal, approximately 1,000 feet over two travel lanes. This queuing issue for buses is 
partially resolved by providing the exclusive bus lane as described in the previous section. However, 
additional improvements for buses may be realized at the intersection of Massachusetts Avenue at 
Alewife Brook Parkway, without significantly impacting traffic operations. The signal is under the City of 
Cambridge jurisdiction and Alewife Brook Parkway itself is under Department of Conservation and 
Recreation (DCR) jurisdiction. The project team has been coordinating with both Cambridge and DCR 
throughout this process. 

The preferred alternative changes the eastbound lane assignment from its current configuration (an 
exclusive left turn lane, a through lane and shared through-right turn lane) to a shared left-through lane, 
a through lane, and a shared bus/right turn lane. In addition, the phasing of the signal will be modified 
to work on split phasing for the eastbound and westbound Massachusetts Avenue approaches to more 
efficiently allocate green time and provide protected left-turn movements onto Alewife Brook Parkway. 
Two bus routes (MBTA bus routes 79 and 350) turn right onto Alewife Brook Parkway while the MBTA 
77 route continues along Massachusetts Avenue into Cambridge. The 77 route will be permitted to 
continue straight through the intersection from the bus/right-turn lane and into an existing bus stop on 
the far side of the intersection. This reconfiguration of the intersection will have minimal impact on the 
overall intersection operations and little impact on eastbound approach traffic operations (i.e., drivers 
will not notice any significant changes to queues or delays), with the exception of the noted change in 
lane configuration and phasing.

I write regarding your recent decision to deny National Grid routine gas permits as a 
show of support for members of the United Steel Workers Locals 12003 and 12012-04. 

This decision puts your residents at risk and negatively impacts customers waiting for 
service. These routine permits allow National Grid to perform necessary gas compliance work 
to maintain a safe, reliable and properly operating gas system. Failure to issue these routine 
permits and allow this work to be performed poses a clear and real threat to public health and 
safety by increasing the risk of an incident. 

The municipality’s actions also are contrary to law. Under Massachusetts General Laws 
c. 164, § 70, municipalities do not have discretion to deny a utility’s request for these permits, 
though they may impose reasonable conditions on the manner in which the utility performs the 
work. The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court has made clear that utilities have an “absolute 
right” to permits in furtherance of gas system maintenance and repair. See Cheney v. Barker, 198 
Mass. 356, 366 (1908). 

Additionally, denying a permit for the purpose of supporting the unions in their 
negotiations constitutes abuse of process by public officials. Massachusetts General Laws c. 

268A, §§ 17-23 constrain municipal employees from participating in official business in which 
they have a personal stake. The laws further preclude officials from acting arbitrarily, 
capriciously, and with improper motives. 

Most Massachusetts municipalities have continued to appropriately issue permits to 
National Grid without restriction. I urge you to join them. A failure to grant the permits 
necessary for National Grid to perform the work necessary to keep the gas distribution system 
creates unnecessary risks for your community. Continued denial of the permits without a valid

basis for doing so will result in the municipality being liable for any incidents that result 
from National Grid’s inability to perform this important maintenance work.

This Office is in receipt oT your letter dated September 4, 2018, in which you allege that 
the Town: Manager’s deom^ toswithhold issuance of new, non-emergency permits for gas 
construction permits until National Grid’s gas workers return to work inspecting, repairing, and 
installing gas lines: ^ , 

1. Endangers the lives oLArlington Residents; 

2. Constitutes a. violatipii:6fState Ethics laws; 

3. Is arbitrary and improperly motivated under the State Ethics laws; and 

4. Is Outside of ffid Mahager’s discretion in any event. 

In short, such broad accusations are unfounded, threatening, misapprehend the procedural history 
and basis of the Town’s position, and more importantly, do little to provide the Town of 
Arlington reason for reconsideration or amendment of its present, hopefully temporary policy. 
Indeed, contrary to such accusations, the safety and well-being of Arlington residents was and 
remains the primary concern and basis of the Town’s position, which was discussed and voted 
upon by its elected Select Board and is being faithfully executed by the Manager. 



















By way of background, the Town of Arlington, like many other communities has been 
plagued by gas leaks from National Grid pipelines. In the past several years Town staff and the 
Select Board have received m)aiad complaints, formal and informal, about gas leaks and 
consequential damage to Arlington’s environment, resident consumers, and health and safety, 
including, but not limited to: 


• An October 19, 2015 presentation from the Massachusetts Sierra Club (annexed hereto as 
attachment “A”) noting the environmental and human health concerns regarding 148 
unrepaired gas leaks in Arlington, the oldest of which was first reported in 1996 and still 
remained.' The Sierra Club urged the Board to support House Bill 2870 is an “An Act 
Relative to Protecting Consumers of Gas and Electricity,” with which you are no doubt 
familiar. The Select Board voted in support of same, as well as H 2871, “An Act 
Relative to Gas Leak Repairs During Road Projects.” 

• A September 11, 2017 presentation by “Mothers Out Front,” urging support for House 
Bill 2683/Senate Bill 1845 (again, “An Act Relative to Protectiiig Consumers of Gas and 
Electricity from Paying for Unaccounted Gas), which-irtcluded a June 4, 2016 Boston 
Globe article “Missing Gas Leaks Raising ^estions” by David Abelc Within those 
materials (annexed hereto as Attkcjtoent “B,” it was noted foremost that Arlington is one 
of the communities with a hi^ number of unrepaired gas leaks^; and further, that across 
the State, a significant number of gas leaks :vanished frotti databases without being clearly 
rectified). 

• Documented chronic loss pf public shade frees due toiigas leaks, confinned by 2018 “Gas 
Sentry” testing by. the Town’s Tree Warden, resulting in more than $43,000 in damages.^ 

In fact, according to HEET, while there were 234 repaired gas leaks in Arlington in 2017, there 
were also; nearly as many, unrepaired leaks - 204,^ one of the highest amounts among towns in 
the Coihinonwealth, and likely ones^fiie highest per capita and per square mile among all 
municipalities:? While unsatisfied witfofhe present state of gas leaks, the Town and its Select 
Board are co^izant of the challenge facing National Grid in maintaining and repairing aging 
infi-astructure, and as such, have attempted to maintain a balance between understanding the need 
to support National Grid’s work and services on one hand, and advocating for better protection

of Arlington residents and our natural resonrces on the other. Indeed, the Select Board, the 
Manager, the Department of Public Works, and Inspectional Services have remained patient and 
accommodating of National Grid’s needs - approving grants of location, permits for new gas 
lines, and urging public understanding, even as the Town has stressed its serious concerns about 
pervasive leaks. 

With such a context in mind, when resident representatives of the United Steel Workers 
Local 12003 District 4 Boston Gas Workers Union (hereinafter “Gas Workers”) addressed the 
Select Board on July 16, 2018, the Board’s primary concern was and remains the safe 
installation, maintenance, and inspection of gas pipelines. throughout Arlington, which 
manifestly present enormous challenges to National Grid;?even when its labor force for 
performing and supeiwising such work is on the job. hi: other words, if National Grid cannot 
resolve hundreds of active leaks in Arlington in theipfdinaiy course of business, the Gas 
Workers’ representations about the dangers of empi6.;^ng contract workers to perform their 
duties were compelling.^ Nonetheless, the Board dpok no action that night, but instead put the 
matter over for a full discussion and consideration of a resolution on July 26, 2018, at an open, 
posted meeting of the Board. ifr 

Having received no counter-^ar^nient or contraiy,; ;set of facts fi'om National Grid or 
anyone else, the Board passed the attached resolution b^edjUpon the aforementioned history and 
the resident Gas Workers’ presentation; oft the risks associafed straining the capacity of contract 
workers to perform the Gas Workers-function without the benefit of the same training and 
experience in their stead (a copy of the re^ution is ^exed hereto as Attachment “C”). 

The resolution not prohibit eiiiprgetidy repairs :br apply to projects which were 
already under way. Rather, it iS limited to “hew, non-emergency gas construction projects;” 
expressly asserting the" Board’s ;', concern regarding line inspections and monitoring by 
appropriately trained workersisCohsiStent with that position, the Town is unaware of any pending 
or withh,eld permits hecessarydo protect safety. Hence, your broad accusation that the 

Town, f®er than the present labor tiispute between National Grid and Gas Workers, presents a 
“clear ahd real threat to public healthfind safety” is unavailing. 

Similarly, your reliance upon c. 164 sec. 70 to support the position that the Board has no 
discretion to deny-a utility’s request for permits is unpersuasive. Sec. 70 provides in relevant 
part: ' 

A gas company may, with the written consent of the aldermen or the selectmen, dig up and open 
the ground in any of the streets, lanes and highways of a town, so far as necessary to accomplish 
the objects of said corporation; but such consent shall not affect the right or remedy to 
recover damages for an injury caused to persons or property by the acts of such 
corporation... 


* Such a position was bolstered by July 19,2016 con'espondence received from Gas Leak Allies, which provided a 
scorecard of gas leaks in Arlington noting a 57 percent increase in gas leaks from 2016 to 2017 {See Gas Leak 
Allies scorecard annexed hereto as attachment “D”). 













(emphasis added). The statute on its face requires “written consent” of the selectmen, which 
does not imply that said selectmen have no discretion to deny such written consent. Moreover, 
as you suggested in your letter, c. 164 sec. 75 provides; 

The aldermen or selectmen may regulate, restrict and control all acts and doings of a 
corporation subject to this chapter which may in any manner affect the health, safety, 
convenience or property of the inhabitants of their towns. 

In sum, the Select Board is earnestly and deeply concerned about National Grid’s installation of 
new gas lines without inspection by trained, experienced workers, especially within the context 
of a Town rife with ever increasing number of gas leaks. Because the resolution does not impact 
your ability to fix emergency leaks (presumably what all parties would agree Grade 3 leaks 
eonstitute), the regulation and control over National Grid exercised by the Select Board is clearly 
the requirement to have sufficiently trained and experienced.; workers histalling new, non¬ 
emergency gas lines as authorized by sec. 15? ; 1.!r 

Finally, the Board offers no apologies for hearing tlie concerns of its residents employed 
by National Grid relative to their work security vand health benefits in cohjuuction with larger 
safety issues. The Town trusts that both National Gild the Gas Workers \yill advocate their 
needs for a fair and equitable contractibetween themselves,;but its elected officials will not abide 
the suggestion that its resolution constitutes,-:^ improper-use of the Board’s position. Unless 
National Grid intends to withdraw its suggestion that the fibhcd’s members or the Manager are 
violation no less than five provisions of the State’s^Sionflict of bijerest law in such a conclusory 
fashion, this Office will, dfafi ih formal opinion forjiihmission td the State Ethics Commission 
and advise the Department of Public Utilities mid pwdegislatiyh: delegation of the result. 

If National Grid would like :the Town toaeeonsider its position, it would be far more 
helpful to hear: National Grid’s ;pian ta:address the safety concerns articulated by the Board, 
address .the broadeh issue of pefyasive gas sleaks, and provide some assurance that sufficient 
resources : are available fpr new eonstruction projects without the benefit of its Gas Workers in 

such a broader context. The Board’sMext scheduled meeting is ■ _I invite you 

or other representatives of National Gfidfo attend. 


’ With respect to National Grid’s reliance upon Cheney v. Barker, 198 Mass. 356 (1908), subsequent case law 
makes clear that a board of selectmen may deny a permit for the types of reasons set forth in sec. 75. National Grid 
may well disagree with the Board’s conclusions, but compelling evidence was presented to provide sufficient bases 
for the Board’s actions, which unlike the board in Cheney, were rooted in public health and safety concerns, not a 
contention that c. 164 itself was unconstitutional or that financial compensation and affirmative public benefit could 
be required by said board.

Thousands of natural gas leaks reported by the state’s utility companies 
disappeared from the records they later submitted to the state, according to an 
independent analysis by a Cambridge group that says their study shows the leaks 
have likely not been repaired.

Officials at which supplies gas to nearly 300,000 customers in 

Massachusetts, said they’re fixing leaks nearly every day and are spending $53 
million this year to replace 35 miles of leak-prone gas mains.

Delays in the internal reporting of leaks may account for some of the discrepancy, 
the company said. 

"This is a dynamic list that changes,” said Mike Durand, a spokesman for 

Eversource. "We recheck Class 3 leaks [those considered unlikely to explode] every

year. If we recheck it, and it’s not there, it’s off the list.” 

Sheila Doiron, a spokeswoman for Columbia Gas in Westborough, which provides 
gas to 310,000 customers in Massachusetts, attributed some of the missing leaks to 
changing weather conditions. Gas can be easier to detect on humid days, she noted, 
and harder when it’s windy. 

"Many of the very small, or nonhazardous leaks, can be faint, merely meeting the 
criteria,” she said. "If we go back the following year, and that leak can no longer be 
detected through monitoring devices, then that leak doesn’t exist anymore.” 

The discrepancy has made it difficult to determine how many leaks remain 
unrepaired. According to the utilities, the Humber of unrepaired leaks fell 19 
percent from the end of 2014 to the end of 2015. But counting from the first day of 
2015, the number of leal« rose by more than 21 percent. 

"It makes me wonder if the infrastructure is just crumbling faster than they can 
repair it,” Schulman said. 

Nathan Phillips, a professor of environmental sciences at Boston University who 
has surveyed gas leaks around the state, said he finds the number of missing leaks 
disturbing. 



“It illustratqsjj^^^ttle we Icnow about the number of lealcs in the state, and how 
much of the gas is lost and unaccounted for,” he said. “This discovery makes us less 
sure about how much progress we’re maldng.”

Dear Mr. Dunn: 

For several year s, many of us have been involved in the effort to eliminate the thousands of gas leaks in Massachusetts. 
Despite our combined efforts, the overall number of gas leaks continues to increase. 

As you may Icnow, the leaked gas is primarily methane, a heat-trapping gas more than 80 times as powerful as C02. In 
addition to its alarming rate of warming our planet and altering our climate, this gas is potentially explosive, is a health 
hazard for people with respiratory problems and kills trees by suffocating their roots. 

The Gas Leaks Allies - a coalition of over 20 nonprofits and researchers - are alerting cities and towns about the situation 
and encouraging municipalities to work with their utilities to reduce the leaks. 

Regarding Arlington I have enclosed a scorecard that shows the gas leak activity for 2015,2016 and 2017. As you may 
see, it shows the number of leaks at the beginning of each par, the new leaks, the repaired leaks, and the number of 
leaks at the end of the year, all displayed by grade of leak. 

Each year in Aldington, the number of open gas leaks increased. And that’s only part of the story. In 2017, the number 
of leaks on January 1 was less than the number on December 31, the previous day. Each year, utilities drop leaks fiom 
tlieir reports. This situation occurs in each utility, not just in National Grid, Aldington’s utility. We have asked, but have 
never received a reasonable explanation of what happened to the missing leaks. In the scorecard, the missing lealcs ai-e 
called, “Missing Leaks New Yeai‘’s Eve.” 

If the missing New Year’s Eve leaks in 2016 had not been expunged, the number of open leaks at the end of 2017 would 
have been 280 leaks, instead of the 234 leaks as reported. (Note that in 2015, the missing leaks went the other way by a 
small amount.) The increase in open gas leaks over the three yeai's would have been 133 leaks and many of these are 
large volume leaks. 

With this data in hand, we urge you and your fellow selectmen to call on National Grid to start reducing the lealcs, 
especially the large volume leaks, instead of letting them increase. We are ready to help you protect the health and 
safety of the citizens of Aldington, Please let us know what we can do to assist you.

' There are 3 grades of gas leaks. A Grade 1 leak may cause an explosion and must be repaired as soon as possible. A Grade 2 leak is evaluated 
every 6 months until it is repaired. A Grade 3 leak must be checked every year but doesn’t have to be repaued. The oldest gas leak in Ailmgton 
is 21 years old.

I am writing to you in hopes of obtaining an urgently needed permit for gas installation. 

I am a local small developer, who lives in Arlington, that has all of my assets tied into the properties located at 658- 
660 Summer St and 662-664 Summer St. I have permits in hand for a July 2018 installation which were submitted 
in September 2017. Through no fault of the Town of Arlington or mine, the unforeseen circumstances of the 
National Grid strike have forced an indeterminate delay. Permitting for all 4 units was approved in Summer 2017 
and construction commenced in Fall 2017. The project is ready for completion pending gas installation. I am in 
communication with National Grid and as soon as they have approval from the Town of Arlington they are 
prepared to install the gas lines immediately. 

This delay is jeopardizing the economic well-being of my family, my employees and my subcontractors. As you 
know, there is a November cutoff for gas line installations. If I fail to have gas lines installed before the cut off, I 
will have empty properties that I will have to carry throughout the winter. It was in our business plan to have these 
properties sold by the end of the year. As we know, homes without heat are subject to a number of issues during 
cold weather. This unanticipated delay will not only lead to untold damage, but will increase costs exponentially. 

The financial burden of this delay for my family, my workers and subcontractors cannot be overstated. In addition 
to being a hardship for me personally, the Town of Arlington would be left with an unsightly vacant construction 
site across from the beautiful and popular McClennen Park. 

It is for these reasons that I implore your consideration of this request. Please honor our existing permit and grant 
us permission to install gas lines as soon as possible. The November deadline is fast approaching.
